Lawyers sound warning 
on impaired-driving law

Bottoms up, Alberta — you 
could be in for one heck of a 
courtroom clash. 

That’s the warning from 
B.C. lawyers who say new im¬ 
paired-driving legislation due 
to be implemented here in one 
month may actually inhibit 
civil rights more than widely 
challenged laws in their own 
province. 

Alberta solicitor general 
Jonathan Denis has indicated 
indefinite suspensions for driv¬ 
ers who violate the .08 blood-al¬ 
cohol threshold. The move will

prevent charged drivers from

but a Supreme Court judge 
ruled last year that the measure 
violated constitutional practi¬ 
ces. 

Changes to account for that 
ruling are expected to come for¬ 
ward next week. 

“This whole thing is deeply 
disturbing,” said Paul Doro- 
shenko, a veteran Vancouver 
lawyer who originally hails 


from Edmonton. “Any smart 
judge watching this in Alberta 
is going to notice the exact 
same thing.” 

Despite the criticism, Denis 
said Alberta consulted a great 
deal with B.C.’s sohcitor general 
before crafting its own legisla¬ 
tion. He noted a two-tier appeal 
process and lack of fines as two 
prominent differences. 

“Legislation is challenged 
on a regular basis in this prov¬ 
ince and every other province,” 
Denis added. 

But Victoria lawyer Jeremy 
Carr said the shift in both prov¬ 
inces is cause for concern. 

“It’s actually scary the way 
provinces are going to save 
money by putting all of the 
power in the hands of police,” 
he said.

Alberta will reinstate 
funding for gender-reassign¬ 
ment surgeries June 15, 
more than two years after 
dehsting the operation as a 
cost-saving measure. 

The policy change will 
mean up to 25 people per 
year can have the surgery 
for a total annual cost of 
about $1 million. 

Health Minister Fred 
Home said the government 
is reinstating the policy be¬ 
cause it is simply the right 
thing to do. 

“Alberta is a very pro¬ 
gressive province and policy 
needs to catch up to where 
Albertans are,” Home said 
Thursday from Calgary. 

Home would not say 
whether the Progressive 
Conservative caucus voted 
on the issue. 

Former premier Ed 
Stelmach’s government cut 
funding for the operations 
in April 2009. At the time, 
gay-rights activists esti¬ 
mated there were about 600 
people on a waiting list. 

Kris Wells, a spokesman 
for the Institute for Sexual 
Minority Studies at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta, called the 
new policy a historic victory 
that will save lives. 

He said some people 
who couldn’t have the 
operation considered killing 
themselves. 

“It sent people’s lives 
into chaos and turmoil. 
People ended up leaving 
the province. Other people 
contemplated suicide,” he 
said. “They saw no hope 
and possibility for their 
lives without this medically 
necessary procedure.” 

Wells said the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender community is 
jubilant about the govern¬ 
ment’s change of heart

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Superbug antibiotic may be 
possible: 11 of A researchers 


Discovery. Scientists 
trying to find potential 
treatment for killer 
hospital bacteria

Researchers at the University 
of Alberta have made a discov¬ 
ery that could lead to the de¬ 


velopment of an antibiotic for 
a superbug. 

Ancinetobacter baumaimii 
is a lethal multi-drug-resistant 
bacteria that has plagued hos¬ 
pitals around the world. Most 
recently it has been linked to a 
man’s death at the Royal Alex¬ 
andra Hospital in Edmonton. 

“We’re hoping this is kind 
of the first Achilles heel of the 
superbug,” said PhD student 
Jeremy Iwashkiw. “(Because) 
it’s oihy going to increase in 
prevalence.”

The U of A team, led by 
microbiologist and principal 
investigator for the Alberta 
Glycomics Centre Mario Feld¬ 
man, identified a mechan¬ 


ism that allows acinetobacter 
baumannii to cover its surface 
with glycoproteins, which 
means the bacteria is less 
capable of forming biofilms 
— and that is what makes it 
resistant to antibiotics. 

“This discovery opens the 
door to the design of novel anti¬ 
biotics to fight ancinetobacter 
infections,” said Feldman. 

The bacteria is spread from 
person to person, and can live 
for several days on hospital 
equipment. 


“This exists and it exists 
everywhere,” said Dr. Mark 
Joffe, AHS’ senior medical dir¬ 
ector for Infection Prevention 
and Control. “This is a reality 
internationally.” 

Colleagues from Ottawa, 
Austria and Austraha also con¬ 
tributed to the work, published 
in the PLoS Pathogens 
journal on Thursday. /

While packing up to move 
back to Europe, June 
Dickerson decided to leave his¬ 
tory behind. 

She donated clothing 
decorated with 10,000 hand- 
sewn mother-of-pearl and 
plastic buttons to the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta’s Cloth¬ 
ing and Textiles Collection. 
Dickerson’s parents, Tom and 
Thelma Chissell, wore the 
items as the city’s “Pearly King 
and Queen.” 

The English tradition — 
dating back to 1875 — came 
to Edmonton with the Chis- 
sells in 1970. By 1977, with 
blessings from estabhshed 
groups, they were wearing 
the costumes and performing 
charitable works at hospitals 


and seniors’ homes. Heritage 
Days and the Teriy Fox Run. 

The Queen acknowledged 
the pair in Edmonton for the 
1978 Commonwealth Games, 
and Princess Diana once pulled 
Tom aside in Vancouver. 

Thelma died in 1992, Tom 
in 2003. 

“Mom and dad would be 
so proud,” Dickerson said of 


the donation. “Otherwise ... 
(the clothes) would have been 
stuck in the closet.” 

The backup plan was a the¬ 
atre, but collections manager 
Vlada Bhnova is glad to have 
the garments, noting they will 
be a valuable teaching tool.

Pearly King and Queens, an 
organized charitable tradition 
in England, first came about 
when orphan street-sweeper 
Henry Croft collected money 
for charity.

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City council. Bag ban 
a no-go in Edmonton 



Edmonton city council has 
already looked at — and re¬ 
jected — a proposal to ban 
plastic bags in the city, and 
there seems to be little sup¬ 
port to revisit the issue in 
light of Toronto’s move to 
ban the bags. 

“We tried it a few years 
ago and it didn’t go very far,” 
said Coun. Ben Henderson. 

The previous council ask¬ 
ed for a report from admin¬ 
istration, and it found little 
support for a ban. 

Edmonton already has 
one of the most comprehen¬ 
sive recycling programs in 
the country; in fact, the city 
makes money selling the re¬ 
cycled plastic, he said. 


But that doesn’t mean it’s 
a bad idea in his view. 

He said he’d look at it 
again if there seemed to be 
support. “But you have to 
choose what hill you want to 
die on, and banning plastic 
bags isn’t it,” he said. 

Coun. Kerry Diotte, on 
the other hand, thinks it’s a 
bad idea at any time. 

“I don’t think Edmonton 
is big on bans. We like to use 
the carrot rather than the 
stick.” 

He sees retailers and the 
public moving away from 
plastic bags voluntarily, and 
that there is no need for a 
“draconian” law banning 
bags.

“They were assaulting 
them,” Ring said.

Ring says when he jumped 
out of his car, he was joined by 
another bystander.

Infection unlikely. 

University of Manitoba 
professor had given 
faulty diabetes screening 


Dozens of students and staff at 
a First Nations high school are 
being tested for HIV and hepa¬ 
titis after undergoing a faulty 
diabetes screening. 

A University of Manitoba 
professor talked to students at 
Southeast Collegiate on May 
4 about diabetes and used a 


glucometer to test blood-sugar 
levels on about 80 people. 

University spokesman 
John Danakas said the profes¬ 
sor changed the needle used 
on each person. 

“It’s the device which 
holds the lancet that was re¬ 
used, and you’re not supposed 
to reuse that. Although the 
device never comes into con¬ 
tact with the person’s skin ... 
there’s still a veiy, veiy small, 
I think it’s one in several mil¬ 
lion, possibility that there 
could be an infection.” 

The university later clari¬ 


fied the chances are deemed to 
be less than one in a milhon. 

Danakas would not iden¬ 
tify the professor, but said he 
was not authorized to per¬ 
form the diabetes test and has 
been disciplined. 

The case has angered some 
aboriginal leaders. 

“V^ile the risk of a stu¬ 
dent contracting an infection 
is described by the University 
of Manitoba as exception¬ 
ally unlikely ... the risk is not 
zero,” Chief Michael Yellow¬ 
back of the Manto Sipi Cree 
Nation, said in a written state¬ 


ment. Eight children from the 
reserve who attend the Win¬ 
nipeg school were part of the 
diabetes test. 

The group that represents 
First Nations communities 
across northern Manitoba said 
it was alarmed that impromp¬ 
tu diabetes tests were done 
without parental consent. 

“At the heart of the matter, 
prior written parental consent 
should have been required by 
the school,” said Grand Chief 
David Harper of the Manitoba 
Keewatinowi Oltimakanak.

UN Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon said unarmed UN 
monitors came under fire 
Thursday as they tried to 
reach the scene of the latest 
S 3 ^ian mass killing. Activists 
said government forces killed 
nearly 80 people, including 
women and children who 
were shot, hacked to death 
and burned in their homes. 

Ban told the UN General 
Assembly that the monitors 
“were shot at with small 
arms” as they tried to reach 
Mazraat al-Qubair, a farm¬ 
ing area in the central Hama 
province. The group initially 
was denied access. He did not 
mention any casualties, and it 
was not clear who was behind 
the shooting. 

International envoy Kofi 
Annan told the General As¬ 


sembly, “If things do not 
change, the future is likely to 
be one of brutal repression, 
massacres, sectarian violence, 
and even all-out civil war.” 

S 3 n:ia denied that its forces 
committed a massacre as 
“absolutely baseless” and 
blamed the violence on ter¬ 
rorists who tr 3 dng to provoke 
foreign military intervention 
to topple Assad. 

A resident of Mazraat al- 
Qubair said troops shelled 
the area for five hours Wed¬ 
nesday before government- 
aligned militiamen entered 
the area, “killing and hacking 
everyone they could find.” 

Leith Al-Hamwy says that 
he survived by hiding in an 
olive grove about 800 metres 
from the farms as the killings 
were taking place. But he said 
his mother and six siblings, 
the youngest of which were 
10-year-old twins, did not. 

“When I came out of hiding 
and went inside the houses, I 
saw bodies everywhere. Entire 
families either shot or killed 
with sharp sticks and knives,”

U.S. military. Suicides up to one a day 
in 2012, surpassing deaths in combat 


Suicides are surging among 
America’s troops, averaging 
nearly one a day this year 
— the fastest pace in the na¬ 
tion’s decade of war. 

The 154 suicides for active- 
duty troops in the first 155 
days of the year far outdis¬ 
tance the U.S. forces killed 
in action in Afghanistan — 
about 50 per cent more — ac¬ 
cording to Pentagon statistics. 

The numbers refiect a 
mihtary burdened with war¬ 
time demands from Iraq and 
Afghanistan that have taken 
a greater toll than foreseen a 
decade ago. The mihtary also 
is struggling with increased 
sexual assaults, alcohol 
abuse, domestic violence and 
other misbehaviour. 

Because suicides had lev¬ 


elled off in 2010 and 2011, 
this year’s upswing has 
caught some officials by sur¬ 
prise. 

The reasons for the in¬ 
crease are not fully under¬ 
stood. Among explanations, 
studies have pointed to com¬ 
bat exposure, post-traumatic 
stress, misuse of prescription 
medications and personal fi¬ 
nancial problems. Army data 
suggest soldiers with multiple 
combat tours are at greater 
risk of committing suicide, 
although a substantial pro¬ 
portion of Army suicides are 
committed by soldiers who 
never deployed. 

The war in Afghanistan is 
winding down with the last 
combat troops scheduled 
to leave at the end of 2014. 


But this year has seen record 
numbers of soldiers being 
killed by Afghan troops, and 
there also have been several 
scandals involving U.S. troop 
misconduct. 

This year’s January-May 
total is up 25 per cent from 
two years ago, and it is 16 
per cent ahead of the pace for 
2009, which ended with the 
highest yearly total thus far. 

The numbers are ris¬ 
ing among the 1.4 million 
active-duty military person¬ 
nel despite years of effort to 
encourage troops to seek help 
with mental health problems. 
Many in the military believe 
that going for help is seen as 
a sign of weakness and thus 
a potential threat to advance¬ 
ment.

Japanese dock washes 
up on American beach 


Tsunami debris. 

Scientists worry that 
plants and animals 
attached to the dock 
could invade Oregon 


When a tsunami hit the north¬ 
ern coast of Japan last year, 
the waves ripped four dock 
fioats the size of freight train 
boxcars from their pilings in 
the fishing port of Misawa 
and turned them over to the 
whims of wind and currents. 

One fioated up on a nearby 
island. Two have never been 
seen again. And one made 
an incredible journey across 
8,000 kilometres of ocean 
that ended this week on an 
Oregon beach. 

Along for the ride were 
hundreds of millions of indi¬ 
vidual organisms, including a 
tiny species of crab, a species 
of algae, and a little starfish 
all native to Japan, that have 
scientists worried they may 
get a chance to spread out on 
the U.S. West Coast. 

“This is a very clear threat,” 
said John Chapman, a research 
scientist at Oregon State Uni¬ 
versity’s Hatfield Marine Sci¬ 
ence Center in Newport, where 
the dock float washed up early 
Tuesday. “It’s exactly hke say¬ 
ing you threw a bowling bah 
into a China shop. It’s going 
to break something. But will it 
be valuable or cheap glass. It’s 
incredibly difficult to predict 
what will happen next.” 

While scientists expect 
much of the fioating debris 
to follow the currents to the 
Great Pacific Garbage Patch,

an accumulation of millions 
of tons of small bits of plas¬ 
tic fioating in the northern 
Pacific, tsunami debris that 
can catch the wind is mak¬ 
ing its way to North America.

A reputed Chicago mobster 
who gained notoriety three

Arthur (The Brain) Rachel, 
73, was sentenced to eight and 
a half years m prison for his m- 
volvement in planning robber¬ 
ies with two other accomphces, 
both of whom are also in their 
70s.

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Cape Cod. Residents 
excited, wary about 
alleged first-ever bear 


The biggest sensation on 
Cape Cod right now isn’t the 
lobster, the lighthouses or the 
sand dunes. It’s not even a 
Kennedy. It’s a bear. 

A bruin, believed to have 
swam about 152 metres across 
the Cape Cod Canal from the 
mainland in late May, has 
captured the imagination of 
residents as it traipses across 
the peninsula. Officials say 
research dating to the 1700s 
suggests this is the first bear 
on the Cape. 

“Well, my goodness. How 
often do you see a bear on 
Cape Cod?” said Marion Lar¬ 
son, a spokeswoman for the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife. “It’s 
really cool, and people are 
really excited about it.” 

A Cape Cod Times reporter 
told the paper she spotted the 
bear around 6 a.m. Thursday 
and said it bounded across the 
road like a puppy. 

The bear, likely a male 
about three years old, has been 
seen near a chicken coop, a 
cranberry bog, a golf course 
and more than a dozen other 
locations along a 96-kilometre 
stretch of the Cape.

reached the tip of the Cape, 
wildlife officials say they 
may attempt to immobilize 
and move it to an area where 
other bears live. 

Bears don’t generally turn 
around and go back where 
they came from, and he can’t 
go any farther east. 

“He’s at the end of the 
line, as far as real estate,” Lar¬ 
son said. 

But Provincetown police 
Officer Ruth Anne Cowing, 
who handles animal control 
duties for the town, said of¬ 
ficials there are hoping the 
bear will retrace its steps and 
get out of town. So far it’s 
stayed mostly in the woods 
and retreated every time it’s 
seen a person. 

“Now he’s at the very end, 
so he needs to make a deci¬ 
sion or we’ll make it for him,” 
she said, the associated press

Sexual misconduct. 

Convicted teachers 
should lose their 
certification for at least 
five years: Report 


Teachers found guilty of sexual 
misconduct involving students 
should almost always lose their 
certification for at least five 
years, a report released Thurs¬ 
day recommends. 

In addition, the review of 
the disciplinaiy system for On¬ 
tario’s teachers urges that alleg¬ 
ations of sexual misconduct be 
dealt with in an open hearing, 
not through a dispute-resolu¬ 
tion process. 

Those are among 49 rec¬ 
ommendations from former 
provincial chief justice Patrick 
LeSage, whose nine-month re¬ 
view followed criticism of the 
Ontario College of Teachers 
over its disciplinary practices. 

Critics argued &e system 
lacked transparency, the identi¬ 
ties of teachers disciphned for 
misconduct were shielded, or 
that bad teachers received slaps 


on the wrist. 

The report tackles the issues 
head on. 

LeSage calls for disciplinary 
information — including the 
names of teachers charged with 
misconduct — to be publicized, 
hearings to be open, and deci¬ 
sions be readily accessible via 
the college’s website. 

Decisions in less serious 
cases arrived at through a dis¬ 
pute-resolution process rather 
than full-scale hearings should 
also be publicized, the report 
says. 

In addition, reinstatement 
hearings, currently closed to 
the public, should also as a rule 
be open, LeSage says. 

“The overriding principle 
must be transparency and 
openness,” LeSage states in his 
76-page report. 

“All hearings must be open 
unless there are exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances.” 

While LeSage was reluctant 
to mandate minimum penal¬ 
ties, he said sexual offences 
involving students should “al¬ 
most invariably” lead to a min¬ 
imum five-year teaching ban. 

Information about the ban 


should remain indefinitely on 
the public record, he says. 

“Cases involving sexual 
abuse and sexual misconduct 


by a teacher involving a stu¬ 
dent are most serious offences,” 
LeSage says.

The High Court of Amer¬ 
ican Samoa sentenced Tone 
Pulou to 28 months on Wed¬ 
nesday, and ordered him to 
register as a sex offender.

Pulou, 26, originally 
was also charged with first- 
degree sexual abuse and 
endangering the welfare of 
a child. Both charges were 
dropped under the plea 
deal. He admitted that on 
a date between September 
2009 and February 2010, 
while a teacher at Alofau 
Elementary, he had sexual 
intercourse with the girl. 

According to court docu¬ 
ments, hospital staff con¬ 
tacted Child Protective 


Services in mid-2010 about 
a pregnant minor after the 
girl and her mother went to 
LB] Medical Center to see an 
obstetrician. The girl told 
police she and Pulou had 
sex in his pickup truck.

Pulou was arrested at a 
Honolulu McDonald’s res¬ 
taurant last year, five days 
after officials said he ar¬ 
rived on Oahu and was stay¬ 
ing with friends in Waianae. 
During a phone interview 
while in custody in Hono¬ 
lulu in October, he told 
The Associated Press the 
relationship was consen¬ 
sual and that he wanted to 
go home to fight the char¬ 
ges.

itary tribunals.

War on Terror and the Soul 
of the Obama Presidency,” 
journalist Daniel Klaidman 
says Mohammed was caught 
on tape boasting to other de¬ 
tainees about his part in the 
9-11 attacks.

Hope appears to be fading for 
most former Aveos employ¬ 
ees after no potential buyers 
expressed interest in the air¬ 
craft maintenance firm’s air¬ 
frame unit, says a report by 
the monitor overseeing the 
company’s restructuring. 

The business employed 
about 1,500 of the 2,600 
people who worked at Aveos 
before it closed its operations 
in March and obtained court 
protection from creditors 
under the Companies’ Credit¬ 
ors Arrangement Act. 

Work on repairing and 
overhauling airframes has 
increasingly gone to low- 
cost operations in Asia, Latin 


America and elsewhere. 

Aveos has said that its 
airframe business was not 
viable, suggesting the most 
buyer interest will be focused 
on the components and en¬ 
gine repair divisions. 

Air Canada has reached an 
agreement with Aveos Fleet 
Performance Inc. that could 
facilitate the sale of those two 
divisions, according to a June 
5 report from FTI Consult¬ 
ing Canada Inc., the court- 
appointed monitor assisting 
with the Aveos restructuring. 

The airline had earlier 
filed a motion last month 
to terminate contracts with

Idaho reversed direction in 
the face of a lawsuit Wednes¬ 
day and said it will sell Five 
Wives Vodka, but the liquor 
producer whose label makes 
an unmistakable reference to 
polygamy would not immedi¬ 
ately rule out legal action. 

The Idaho State Liquor Div¬ 
ision rejected as offensive last 
week the product that shows 
five women hiking up their 
skirts on the vodka bottle. 
Idaho is more than 25 per 
cent Mormon and the church 
at one time allowed polygamy 
but abandoned the practice in 
1890. 

The vodka originates from 
Ogden’s Own Distillery in 
Utah, where the Mormon 
church is based. 

The state’s decision allows 


the company to sell the vodka 
only by special order. 

Steve Conlin, a partner and 
marketing chief for Ogden’s 
Own Distillery, said Wednes¬ 
day the company’s attorneys 
would review Idaho’s decision 
before making a statement, 
likely on Thursday. 

But he said selhng the vod¬ 
ka as a special order request 
meant it wouldn’t be avail¬ 
able on store shelves but only 
as a special order. Bars would 
face the same hurdle.

Richard: Chris, thematically 
Prometheus is equally about 
creation and destruction. As a 
piece of entertainment goes, 
however. I’m not sure it will 
create lasting memories. It 
won’t destroy the goodwill of 
the first couple of Alien films, 
but I don’t think it will add 
much to the legacy either. For 
me there is veiy little big bang 
in a movie that is reportedly 
about the most significant dis¬ 
covery in the history of man¬ 
kind. You? 

Chris: I was blindsided. My ex¬ 
pectations were low to none. I 
didn’t want Alien redux, I want¬ 
ed something different and I 
got it.

Having said that, I 
loved Michael Fassbender’s au¬ 
tomaton space butler. He’s got 
many of the film’s best lines 
and if they ever need someone 
to play the lead in The Peter 
O’Toole Stoiy, he’s the guy. 

CA: Fassbender is fantastic, Ra- 
pace is scrappy ... but for me, 
this was aU about aesthetics.

had no stoiy, it found its power

A lot of this might 
have to do with the fact 
that, for most of the film, 
it’s not really clear what 
the threat is — aside from 
some very powerful wind. 


Ease off the

Unless there’s a scene of 
a younger Peter Weyland 
(Guy Pierce) that was cut 
from the film — and maybe 
that TED talk viral video 
was originally supposed 
to be included — it seems 
unnecessaiy to cast Pierce 
in the role just to cover 
him up with imconvincing 
prosthetics. 


Work on the 
dialogue 

The film falters the first 
time when the ship’s pilot, 
Janek (Idris Elba), shows 
up with some succinct 
information about what’s in 
those mysterious vases he 
hasn’t seen in person and 
why the “engineers” he’s 
never met built them. Why 
not offer a clue how he 
came to such a conclusion? 


Kill characters 
with respect 

Maybe starting off with 
fewer characters would’ve 
made it possible to avoid 
instances hke Janek’s two 
co-pilots (Emim Elliott and 
Benedict Wong) deciding to 
go down with the ship — 
despite their being a viable 
escape —just because the 
story needed them to not 
be aroimd anymore. 


Where to go 
from here 

What would really be 
awesome would be for 
Dr. Shaw and the severed 
head of the android David 
(Michael Fassbender) star 
as wacky roommates on 
a laugh track-filled CBS 
sitcom.

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Tell Me a Tale about Michael Kiwanuka 



Unique sound. The Brits 
are enamoured with 
the understated singer’s

Michael Kiwanuka didn’t trust 
his voice. 

For the increasingly large 
crowd of music fans familiar 
with the pure, soulful soimd 
of the British singer’s ageless 
voice, this is probably hard to 
believe. Yet it’s true. Kiwanuka 
thought he was a guitar player 
and nothing more. 

“The people who were big 
when I was in my mid-teens 
were like Usher, and Justin 
Timberlake started coming 
out,” Kiwanuka said in his 
sing-song lilt. “And there’s 
R&B singers who are amazing. 
And 1 would sing and it would 
soimd not really like that at all 
... so people just found it weird. 
When 1 listened to it back on 
speakers for demos and stuff, it 
just sounded like nothing else 
that was around.” 

We can all be thankful for 
that. Kiwanuka eventually 
found confidence in his voice, 
and as he prepares to play his 


first Bonnaroo Music & Arts Fes¬ 
tival, he arrives with plenty of 
advance hype, joining top acts 
like Radiohead, the Red Hot 
Chili Peppers, Phish, the Beach 
Boys and more on the bill in 
Manchester, Term. 

“1 think obviously the first 
thing that stands out is his 


voice,” The Black Keys guitar¬ 
ist Dan Auerbach said. “It’s 
pretty amazing. It’s got a lot 
of character.” Auerbach was so 
taken with Kiwanuka’s vibe, 
he reached out and set up a re¬ 
cording session in London on a 
rare day off. The resulting song, 
the slow-grooving Lasan, made 


the U.S. version of the album, 
which was recently released 
digitally. 

“He sent me just this little 
demo he had with just his gui¬ 
tar and his voice,” Auerbach 
said. “And we decided we’d just 
go in the studio and record it.... 
It was this weird synchronicity 


thing. We came up with the ar¬ 
rangement on the spot. It was 
nice.” 

Things didn’t always come 
so easily for Kiwanuka, a child 
of Ugandan parents who grew 
up in north London. In fact, he 
admits to struggling some in 
his first recording sessions with 
producer Paul Butler (also lead 
singer of The Bees). 

“The longest studio session I 
had with hmi was two weeks, 
and I was like, ‘Great, I’ve got 
two weeks to come up with 
something solid if an 3 Ahing 
else,”’ Kiwanuka said during a 
recent interview at the South 
By Southwest Music Confer¬ 
ence in Austin, Texas.

Shrimp & Jicama 
Spring Rolls. These 
fresh bites make the 
perfect appetizers 


Imagine crossing a monster 
potato with a water chestnut. 

That’s jicama for you. And 
while not much to look at on 
the outside, the crisp, crunchy 
texture and clean, sweet fla¬ 
vour inside makes this veggie 
worth seeking out. 

First, the basics. Jicama is a 
tuber — a big, brown, round 
root. A relative of the bean 
family, it is native to Mexico 
and South America. 

Though most often eaten 
raw, such as chopped into sal¬ 


ads, jicama can be steamed, 
boiled, sauteed or fried. 

The flavour is on the neu¬ 
tral side, with a hint of starchy 
sweetness. 

1. Dipping sauce: In a blender 
combine the peanut butter, 
jam, soy sauce and vinegar. 
Blend until smooth. Add hot 
sauce, to taste, then set aside. 

2. Place noodles in bowl and 
cover with hot water. Soak 5 
mins., or until softened. Drain 
in mesh strainer and set aside. 

3. Use spoon to scrape out and 
discard the seeds from the cu¬ 
cumber halves. Cut each piece 
into thin strips. Cut jicama 
into thin slices, then cut each 
shce into matchsticks. 


4. Fill bowl (at least several 
inches larger than the rice 
wrappers) with warm water. 
Soak 1 wrapper in water until 
soft and pliable, 20 seconds. 

5. Carefully remove rice 
wrapper from the water and 
lay flat on the counter. Place 
small bundle of noodles along 
one edge of wrapper. Top noo¬ 
dles with a bit each of cucum¬ 
ber, jicama and carrots. Place 
3 shrimp over vegetables, 
then top with a mint leaf 

6 . Roll wrapper, starting 
with filhng side, folding ends 
over the filhng as you roll to 
form tight cylinder. Repeat 
with remaining wrappers and 
filhngs. Serve with dipping 
sauce.

Pour over the skewers, turn¬ 
ing and massaging them with 
your hands to thoroughly 
coat the meat and vegetables. 
Cover with plastic wrap and 
refrigerate for 2 hours or up 
to overnight. 


3. When ready to cook, heat 
the grill to high. Using a 
paper towel soaked in vege¬ 
table oil held with a pair of 
tongs, lightly oil the grates. 


4. Place the skewers on the 
grates and cook for 7 min¬ 
utes per side, or until the 
meat registers 145 F. Serve 
immediately.

Differences between coming out now versus then: 

I think coming out to oneself is probably as hard it was in my time, but society in 
general is obviously much more accepting today. 

What I would tell a young person considering coming out as gay or lesbian today: 

Do it when you feel comfortable. It can be a gradual process. Realize certain people 
might never understand, but that is their problem, not yours.

It can be difficult 
to tell your parents - but there’s a really good chance that they know more 
than you think they know.

There was no way the moment 
was going to get the best of 
Martin Brodeur. 

He’s touched the Stanley 
Gup, lifted it in the air, had it 
out front of the house where 
he was raised in the Montreal 
borough of Saint Leonard. And 
he’s made an incredible career 
out of helping the New Jersey 
Devils win important games. 

So with Staples Genter 
trembling in anticipation of a 
Stanley Gup sweep by the Los 
Angeles Kings on Wednesday 
night, it should be no surprise 
that Brodeur was at his best as 
the Devils forced a Game 5 back 


in New Jersey on Saturday. 

“It’s just being in the mo¬ 
ment,” he explained after¬ 
wards. “It’s really hard while 
you’re playing to really think 
about (past experiences) — 
even though some of them are 
successful, some are not. But 
for me, it’s living in the mo¬ 
ment, living these experiences 
with these guys. That’s what 
hockey is all about.” 

With so much of the focus 
in this series on the outstanding 
play of Kings goaltender Jona¬ 
than Quick, Brodeur has almost 
been lost in the shufile. But he 
stared down three breakaways 
in an extremely tight Game 4 
and benefited from a couple 
fortunate breaks — two pucks 
rang off his post late in the first 
period — to keep the Stanley 
Gup from being presented. 

Whether it was just delaying 
the inevitable or the start of a 


historic comeback by New Jer¬ 
sey, only time will teU. 

Brodeur has been candid 
about his team’s struggles in 
the series and knows that there 
is no room for error in his per¬ 
formance as a result. The fact 
he’s stiU able to meet that chal¬ 
lenge a month after his 40th 
birthday is amazing. 

Few outsiders beheved Bro¬ 
deur would ever make his way 
back on to the big stage, espe¬ 
cially since the Devils had only 
won two playoff series since he 
lifted his third cup in 2003. 

“I don’t think you’re ever 
surprised at what he does, how 
he handles everything,” Devils 
general manager Lou Lamori- 
ello said at the start of the final. 

“He has a personality 
that never looks back.... He’s 
changed his game accordingly 
to the way the style is. He’s a

Ukraine president urges citizens to host with ‘friendliness' 


Ukraine’s president called on 
his countrymen to give a warm 
welcome to visitors during the 
European Championship, in the 
face of concerns over racism at 
football matches and critidsm 
over a political opponent’s 
imprisonment. 

• Viktor Yanukovych hailed his 


country’s success in prepar¬ 
ing for the tournament. 

He also congratulated his 
country on building roads, 
stadiums and airports for 
Euro 2012 and called on 
his citizens Thursday in a 
televised address to exhibit 
"our Ukrainian hospitality, 
sincerity and friendliness."

Calibra of play at Euro second to none 


Euro 2012. Poland 
determined not to 
repeat mistakes of past 
while co-hosting Euro 
with Ukraine 


Poland captain Jakub Blaszc¬ 
zykowski is determined not 
to let his team make the same 
mistakes at the European 
Championship that have tor¬ 
pedoed the country’s hopes 
at past tournaments. 

Topping that list is losing 
the opening game. 

Poland was beaten in its 
first match at the 2002 and 
2006 World Cups and the 
2008 European Champion¬ 
ship. It crashed out of each 
of those competitions in the 
group stage. 

“For sure, the last tourna¬ 
ments were not a success, 
and that’s why we’re trying 
not to repeat the mistakes 
of the past,” Blaszczykowski 
said Thursday. “But I’m con¬ 
vinced all of us players have 
done everything that we 
can to be ready for the first 
match. The most important 
thing is not to lose this game 
so as to head down the path 
of past tournaments.” 

The Poland side that will 
open this year’s competi¬ 
tion on Friday against Greece 
at Warsaw’s new National 
Stadium in front of 55,000 
fans is a very different team. 


however, from the ones that 
failed to impress in the re¬ 
cent past. 

Above all, coach Fran- 
ciszek Smuda has three top- 
class players to build the 
team around — the Borussia 
Dortmund trio of Blaszczyko¬ 
wski, striker Robert Lewan- 
dowski and defender Lukasz 
Piszczek. 

All three players are com¬ 
ing off stellar seasons during 
which they helped power 
Dortmund to a domestic 
double. 

Lewandowski netted 22 
goals in 34 league matches 
and was named the Bunde- 
sliga’s player of the year. 
Blaszczykowski scored six 
goals and provided eight as¬ 
sists, while Piszczek contrib¬ 
uted four goals and seven 
assists from his right back 
position. 

“We have players who can 
change the game at any mo¬ 
ment to our advantage, and 
that’s the difference between 
this team and past teams,” 
Blaszczykowski said. 

The Poland captain and 
his teammates have an add¬ 
ed incentive this year not to 
bow out early — they don’t 
want to disappoint the mil¬ 
lions of home fans who have 
been waiting for this mo¬ 
ment since Poland won the 
right five years ago to co¬ 
host the tournament with 
Ukraine.

The World Cup may be the 
best-known soccer tournament 
on the planet. It may not be the 
best. 

To many fans, the European 
Championship ranks as the top 
competition. 

This year’s continental 
championship, generally called 
Euro 2012, kicks off Friday in 
Warsaw when co-host Poland 
plays Greece at the National 
Stadium. Ukraine also will be 
hosting games. 

With only 16 teams instead 
of 32, many believe the cali¬ 
bre of play at the European 
Championship exceeds that 
at the World Cup, which gets 
diluted by some of the slots ap¬ 
portioned to areas of the globe 
weaker in soccer. 

Both tournaments take 
place eveiy four years, but in

alternate even-numbered years. 
That puts the European Cham¬ 
pionship, which started in 1960 
and became a full-fledged tour¬ 
nament in 1980 when eight 
teams competed, in the same 
summer as the Olympics. 

For Euro 2012, defending 
champion Spain — which also 
won the 2010 World Cup — is 
the favourite, especially with 
Xavi Hernandez and Andres 
Iniesta controlling play. But 
the Netherlands and (Germany 
are also contenders with their 


own game-changing players, 
notably the Dutch trio of Arjen 
Robben, Robin van Persie and 
Wesley Sneijder. 

Others, like England with 
Wayne Rooney and Portugal 
with Cristiano Ronaldo, will 
also be in the mix. 

Hoohganism is always an 
issue at major soccer tourna¬ 
ments; this year’s competition 
has already been marred by 
racism concerns and political 
turmoil in Ukraine.
